IN ATLANTA FIXED 
+BY COUNCIL ACTION 


Changes Made in Order to 
Comply With Provisions 
of Legislature for Electing 
New Board of Education. 

DRASTIC REGULATIONS 

FOR THE DANCE HALLS 


Salary Raises Are Approved 
by Council--Fight to Limit 
Hours of Poolrooms Block- 
ed for Time. 


City council Monday afternoon passed 
unanimously an ordinance redistricting 
the city of Atlanta for school purposes 
in order to comply with the provisions 
of the legislature for the election of 
the new board of education; adopted an 
ordinance placing drastic restrictions 
around dance halls; blocked for the 
time the effort-to limit the hours of 
pool rooms, and agreed to increase sal- 
aries for a number of city employees. 

Under the new school districting plan 
Wards 1 and 6 will be incorporated into 
schoo! district No. 1; wards 2 and 3. will 
constitute school district No. 2, wards 
4 and 9 will be known as school dis- 
trict No. 3, wards 5 and 8 will be school 
district No. 4 and wards 7 and 10 will 
be school district No. 5. 

This ordinance, which was introduced 
by Chairman Little, of the police com- 
mittee, was framed for the purpose of 
redistricting the city with reference to 
the election of the new school board, 
which will be composed of five mem- 
bers, and these board members, ac- 
cording to the ordinance, will be 
named at a general election to be call- 
ed on the first Wednesday in Decem- 
ber next, the newly-elected members 
to take their places on the new school 
board in January of 1919. The new 
school board will be made up, accord- 
ing to the ordinance, of the five mem- 
bers to be elected directly by the peo- 
ple and the mayor and the chairman 
of the school committee of council.

Another interesting action taken by 
council with reference to school mat- 
ters was the re-election of James E. 
Hickey, of the sixth ward, to succeed 
Mr. Hickey ,resigned several 
weeks ago, and his resignation was be- 
fore the body, as well as the question 
of electing his successor. ‘It was stated 
that a conference was being held with 
Mr. Hickey, in an endeavor to tnduce 
him to allow his name to be placed 
before council for re-election, and the 
vote was delayed for this purpose.

Washington, September 2.—Retail in- 
terests represented at a conference 
called by the war industries board have 
agreed not to increase their working 
forces or normal working hours for 
the holiday trade and to urge in news- 
paper advertisements that Christmas 
giving, except in the case of children, 
be confined to useful articles. 

Reports from all sections indicated, 

it was announced tonight, that the 
manufacture and delivery of holiday 
goods to the main distribution centers 
had been completed. Waste materia! 
derived from former processes of man- 
ufacture was used largely in making 
toys. 
In order to relieve transportation fa- 
cilities in December, merchants have 
agreed to restrict deliveries and to in- 
duce customers to carry their own 
packages wherever possible. This plan, 
the board said, can not be carried out 
effectively without loyal co-operation 
in spirit and letter of dealers and buy- 
ers. 


GERMAN PRISONERS,

FLEE CAMP SHERMAN 


Camp Sherman, Ohio, September 2.— 
Two German prisoners interned at the 
prisoners’ stockade, in this cantonment, 
made fheir escape while working under 
guard in a cornfield near here late to- 
day and had proceeded three miles 
northward from camp before they were 
captured. 

Military authorities at the camp to- 
night refused to-give out the names of 
the escaping prisoners. The capture 
was effected by Corporal Charles Dut- 
ton, proyost guard, who was alone. 
The prisoners are of a detail of 100 
Germans sent to Camp. Sherman about. 
three months ago from Fort'McPherson, 
Ga., for farm and incidental camp work. 


SERGEANT BAGS . _ 
THIRTY PRISONERS 
IN JUVIGNY FIGHT 


American Forces on the Aisne 
Front, September 2.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—Thirty prisoners were 
accounted for by Sergeant S. B. Lesch- 
insky, of Milwaukee, in the capture of 
Juvigny by the Americans. In com- 
mand of fourteen men he had lost his 
way beyond the town while the en- 
circling movement was going on. In a 
general way he knew his whereabouts, 
but not that of the outfit to which he 
belonged. The sergeant was entirely 
out of contact with his own forces 
and believed himself to be within the 
German lines, as in fact, he was. 

A turn in the road brought the de- 
tachment face to face with two Ger- 
man officers, captains, who apparently 
were as greatly surprised as were 
the sergeant and his men. He ordered 
them to halt and they did. 

A minute jiater a marching detach- 
ment of thirty Germans appeared, who, 
on seeing the officers had been taken 


prisoner, unhesitatingly surrendered. 
The German officers questioned the 
authority of their captors to take 
them and they resisted. 

The sergeant and his own men made 
their way back to headquarters with 
thirty prisoners. (The two. officers 
presumably were shot.) * 


Germany Getting News _ 
From the United States 
In “Personal” Letters 


i 


New York, September 2.—Informa- 
tion is being transmitted to the ehemy 
in apparently harmless letters of a so- 
cial and personal character sent by 
German-owned concerns in this coun- 
try to home offices in Germany, accord- 
ing to a statement tonight by Alfred L. 
Becker, deputy state attorney general. 

While asserting that “at the present 
time it would not be consistent with 
the interests of justice to make public 
most of the communications under in- 
vestigation” by his department, Mr. 
Becker cited one example of a style 
which he said was in vogue, discovered 
by comparison of scores of other let- 
ters. 

The erample made public is that of 
a letter from the Pennsylvania Car 
company, of Pittsburg, to Ornstein & 
Koppel, of Berlin, of which, according 
to Mr. Becker, the American company is 
a branch. This communication takes 
the form of a purely personal letter 
from “Erich. Rothenberg” and is ad- 
dressed care “A. Bruce, Stockholm,” 
most messages being sent through 
Scandinavian countries. The foreign 
office is advised that the car company, 
referred to as “Mr. Penace,” is “well 
and active” now, although on “physi- 
cian’s advice,” said by Mr. Becker to 
mean a lawyer's instructions, letters 
are “not desirable.” Shipments of cars 
are referred to as “train rides every 
day,” enjoyed by the “patient,” and the 
regularity of such shipments, Mr. 
Becker stated, was implied by a@ display 
of pleasure over improvement in the 
“patient's health.” .

olm.

Paris, September 2—The allied 
forces on the western front have taken 
a total of 128,302 prisoners since July 
15, it was announced in an official 
statement today. In the same period 
2,069 guns, 1,734 mine throwers and 
13,783 machine guns were captured. 

The text of the official announce- 
ment reads: 

“In the course of their offensive 
from July 15 to August 31 the armies 
of the allies have taken 128,302 pris- 
oners, including 2,674 officers, and have 
captured 2,069 guns, 1,734 mine throw- 
ers, 13,783 machine guns and a con- 
siderable quantity of munitions, sup- 
plies and materials of all kinds.

KAISER BOASTS 
GERMAN EMPIRE 
WILL NOT SHAKE 


Amsterdam, September 2.—Emperor 
William, replying to & message from 
the municipality of Berlin on the oc- 
casion of Sedan day, declared that he 
was firmly convinced that no enemy 
will ever be able to shake the strong 
structure of the German empire. Never, 
he added, could the German people be 
varfquished when it was united. Con- 
tinuing, the message as quoted in a 
dispatch from Berlin said: 

“TJ know that the whole brave Ger- 
man people are ready for all sacrifices; 
that it is as one with me in the firm 
determinaton to obtain ar honorable 
peace. No other people is able to ac- 
complish what the Germans have done 
at the front and at home in heroism, 
energy and loyalty to the death for 
the defense of our existence and for 
our holiest rights.

Soldiers and Sailors 
To Control After War, 
According to Daniels 


Indianapolis, Ind., September 2.—Dis- 
cussing what he believes will be the 
conditions in this country after the 
war, Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
here today declared that the soldiers 
and sailors, when they return to civil 
life, will control America for the next 
generation. He said he believed the 
conditions after peace will be far dif- 
ferent from those of pre-war times. 
Expressing an opinion that they will try 
for a world-wide commerce, the secre- 
tary continued: 

‘They will be less concerned as to 
whether this is by public or private 
ownership than with securing and en- 
larging world-wide commerce. Thé 
odds are that they will see in govern- 
ment ownership and direction the best 
agency, but they will discard that if 
private ownership insures the best re- 
sults, 

“They will never return to duplica- 
tion of railroad transportation and 
competition in terminals and facilities. 
All the benefits which government op- 
eration of railroads have given will be 
continued, whether the railroads are 
in public or private ownership. The

GREATEST TAX LEVY 
N NATION'S HISTORY 


BEFORE CONGRESS} 


Measure Drawn to Raise 
More Than $8,000,000,000 
for War Expenses Report- 
ed to the House Today. 


$3,100,000,000 TO COME 
FROM EXCESS PROFITS 


$1,482,186,000 From Individ- 
ual Incomes and $828,000,- 
000 From Corporation In- 
comes—Heavy Increase in 
Taxes on Incomes of Mar- 
ried Persons. 


Washington, September 2.—The new 
revenue bill, greatest of all tax meas- 
ures in the history of the nation . 
with a levy affecting every individual 
and business concern in the country, 
was approved unanimously today by 
they house ways and means committee. 
Chairman Kitchin will introduce the 
measure in the house tomorrow and ask 
that consideration of it begin next Fri- 
day. Leaders hope to sefd it to the 
senate within ten days after debate 
begins. 

The final committee estimate of the 
revenue to be yielded under the new 
bill is $8,012,792,000 as against $3,941,- 
633,000 last year under the present law. 
The largest source of estimated reve- 
nue is from excess profits, including 
war profits $3,100,000,000, and the next 
is from taxes on incomes $1,482,186,000 
from individuals and $828,000,000 from 
corporations. 

Income Taxes for the Married. 

The increase in the taxes on the spec- 
ified incomes of married persons with- 
out dependents is shown by the fol- 
lowing table: ;

The exemptions under the new bill 
are the same as under the old, $1,000 
for single persons and $2,000 for mar- 
ried persons, with $200 additional al- 
lowed for each dependent child under 
18 years of age. An exemption of $200 
for each dependent incapable of self- 
support because of mental or physica! 
disability also is allowed.

9 | achievements of the administration in 


the war. He spoke of references to 
President Wilson as a dictator and de- 
clared only “enemies of the republic 
have made that accusation.” 

“My answer to this charge is that it 
is slander and an untruth,’ Mr. Ferris 
said, “and the man who makes such a 
charge in war times is a man who hates 
his country more than he loves it, who 
retards it more than he helps it, and 
who worries more about politics and 
partisan advantage than he does about 
the success of the boys at the front.” 

“The constitution lays down the doc- 
trine that the president of the United 
States shall be the commander-in-chief 
of the army and navy. That com- 
mander-in-chief during war times 
should be, and of right is, the com- 
mander-in-chief in all that the term 
implies. His power must be unusual, 
far-reaching and complete. To have 
it otherwise is to subject the republic 
to the only criticism that has ever been 
successfully waged against a repub- 
lican form of government, which is that 
a republic governed by the consent of 
the governed during the hour of great 
stress cannot quickly assemble itself 
for purposes of defense. 

No Debating Society Wanted. 

“The only way successfully to com- 
bat this charge is, in time of war, 
quickly to give the cihef executive 
full power to act, and to act without 
conducting a debating society while 
the enemy of the country is at the 
gates.” 

Mr. Ferris reviewed in detail the 
accomplishments of the army and navy 
and the industrial branches of the gov- 
ernment. 

“Can there be anything about this 
achievement that will make democrats 
ashamed of their democracy or make 
republicans ashamed of their country?’

GREAT GERMAN RETREAT 
RENDERED INEVITABLE 
BY VICTORY OF ALLIES 


Roads to Douai, Cambrai 
and St. Quentin Already 
Thoroughly Invested by 
British and French Armies, 
While North of Soissons 
French and Americans Are 
in Positions to Outflank 
Laon and the Chemin des 
Dames and Aisne Lines. 


New York, September 2.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
‘the Day.)—Over a front of thirty miles 
from the region of Arras to Peronne, 
Field Marshal Haig’s forces have lit- 
erally smashed the German line. 

The southern portion of the famous 
Drocourt-Queant switch line, whicn 
had been heralded as the impreg- 
nable bulwark of the German defense 
in the north, has given way under the 
violence of the British onslaught over 
its entire front from the Scarpe river 
to Queant, a distance of virtually ten 
miles, and Monday night saw the Cana- 
dian and English troops who carried 
out the maneuver hard after the de- 
feated enemy some three mileg to the 
eastward. 

Thousands of prisoners have been 
taken from the strongly resisting en- 
emy, who at last accounts was fighting 
violently as he gave ground toward the 
Canal du Nord. 


GERMANS MUST QUIT 
HINDENBURG LINE. 


By this victory seemingly is ended 
the menace of the Hindenburg line to 
|the south, which the British are grad- 
ually approaching over its entire front. 
Already thoroughly outflanked on the 
north and with the French well upon 
its southern base, military necessity ap- 
parently will require that the Germans 
relinquish the Hindenburg  fortiftea- 
tions and realign their front from 
Flanders to Rheims in order to avert 
disaster at the hands of their now 
swiftly moving antagonists. 

Already the roads to Douai, Cambrai

PRISONERS JAM 
ROADS LEADING 
TO BRITISH REAR 


With the British Army in France, 
September 2.—(By Associated Press.)— 
The British have pierced the Drocourt- 
Queant line. Im a fierce battle, which 
has been raging since dawn which 
will probably prove to be one of 
the most important of the war, Cana- 
dian and English troops, at last re- 
ports, had at one point driven in about 
five kilometers, or a little more than 
three miles, and were still going. 

The fighting was as furious as any 
Since the war began and increased in 
intensity as the British battled their 
way forward, meeting the ever-grow- 
ing resistance of the enemy, who had 
put in every available man and was 
rushing up reserves at the rear. 

Thousands ef Prisoners. 

Thousands of prisoners have heen 
captured; the roads to the _ Brit- 
ish rear are literally jammed with 
them. 

There has been fierce fighting in 
Dury, which was taken by the British, 
and Mount Dury, which the Germans 
held in great strength, was stormed. 
The British went on after killing enor- 
mous numbers of the enemy. The Ger- 
mans died fighting here, as elsewhere. 

Cagnicourt wood and Cagnicourt have 
been captured, and Bois-de-Bouche, to 
the southeast, is reported also to have 
been occupied. 

There has been heavy fighting in 
Buissy, northeast of Queant, where 
large numbers of prisoners have 
been captured and similar progress has 
been made against the northern end of 
the Queant-Drocourt line for some dis- 
tance. 

All during the night there was very 
heavy fighting around the British po- 
sitions, which were almost jammed up 
against, the great German defense sys- 
tem. Piles of dead Germans was one 
of the results. During one enemy at- 
tack a sergeant with a machine gun 
killed sixty Germans who tried to rush 
him. 

It was soon after 5 o’clock in the 
morning that the massed British can- 
non broke loose with a roar that was 
heard for miles in a crash barrage. The 
whole sky seemed ablaze as thousands

of British ehelis poured into the German 
wire and lines. 

When the barrage raised the Cana- 
dians and English swarmed over the 
top. Just behind them were numerous 
tanks of all sizes. They had been over | 
only a minute when the enemy opened 
with a counter barrage, which is said 
to have been by far the strongest he 
has put down since the British offen- 
sive began. 

Germans Held Up Hands. 

The instant the British appeared the 
Germans in many cases jumped out of 
the trenches and held their hands high 
above their heads. In some cases, how- 
ever, the advancing British met with a 
hafl of machine gun bullets, but not- 
withstanding this they pushed on. 
Quickly the first line was overcome. 

From all along the line came reports

London, September 2.—The strongly- 
fortified German system of defense 
known ag the Drocourt-Queant line, 
south of the Scarpe river, was carried 
on a wide front today in an attack by 
Canadians and English troops, aided:

Paris, September 2.—French troops 
are continuing their advance east of 
Crecy-au-Mont and Juvigny and have 
occupied Leuilly and Terny-Sorny, 
northeast of Soissons, according to the 
war office announcement tonight. 

The text of the statement says: 

“During the day our troops who 
last evening crossed the Canal du 
Nord opposite Nesle advanced to the 
east of the canal and have gained a 
footing on the western slopes of Hill 
77; we took prisoners. 

“Between the Ailette and the Aisne 
we continued our progress on thé 
plateau east of Crecy-au-Mont and 
Juvigny despite the enemy’s stubborn 
resistance, We occupied Leuilly and 
Terny-Sorny and have advanced north 
of Crouy. 

“Bad weather interfered with the ae- 
rial operations on September 1. Never- 
theless, four enemy airplanes were 
brought down, and one captive balloon 
was set afire. Our patrol machines 
carried out bombardments in the re- 
gion of La Fere. Convoys on the roads 
radiating around St. Quentin and La 
Fere were subjected to machine gun- 
fire. During the night 9,863 kilos of 
bombs were dropped on the _ railway 
stations at Marle, Laon and Ham, caus- 
ing fires. Eight tons of projectiles 
were dropped on bivouaes in the neigh- 
borhood of Villers-Franqueux and on 
stations at Maison Bleue and Gutgni- 
court. Four and a half tons of projec- 
tiles were dropped on the latter place, 
causing heavy damage.” 

The French day statement reads:

. Washington, September 2.—Atempts 
to evade registration September 12 by 


men made subject to military service 
iby the man-power bill, fixing the draft 


age limits at 18 to 45, will be hopeless, 
Provost Marshal General Crowder’s of- 
fice asserted tonight, in summarizing 


the government’s experience with the 


draft to date. 

Between 20,000 and 25,000 men who 
failed to register -in 1917 have been 
rounded up since, the statement said, 
and private and semi-public organiza- 
tions assisting the government's agen- 
cies are on the trail of the rest. 


| Measures to catch delinquents have im- 


proved with experience, and the process 
now moves most expeditiously. 
Pointing out that the penalty of a 
year’s imprisonment and forfeiture of 
exemption rfghts immediately devolves 
upon wilful slackers, the statement 
said hardly a community in the United 
States had failed to snow a swift visi- 
tation of .the punishment where it was 
earned. While 3,000 men subject to 
the first draft had crossed to Mexico, 
their names are on file with the depart- 
ment of justice, with cases against 
them ready, and sooner or later they 
will face the bar. In the meantime, 
even fugitives who possess means, are 
being made miserable by the. natives 
and by other Americans who reside 
there. Canada is now automatically re- 
leasing those. who have fled there or 
conscripting them into her own army. 
Courts maifest no sympathy for 
evaders, said the statement, and women 
in all neighborhoods, especially those 
whose own relatives have gone into 
service, have been exceptionally active 
in turning over information to draft 
boards, police and federal officials, that 
has been used in later prosecutions.

“SKIP-STOP” SYSTEM

Washington, September 2.—The 
“skip-stop” system being adopted by 
street railways over the country at the 
request of the fuel administration 
is -expected to save 1,500,000 tons of 
coal annually, the administration an- 
nounced today in a statement embody- 
ing suggestions to electric railway com- 
panies, state administrators and state 
and municipal official.

While under existing law only per- 
sons of lawful age have to make re- 
turns the new bill requires persons un- 
der the lawful age and having a net in- 
come for the taxable year of $1,000 or 
over, if single, or if married and not 
living with husband or wife, and all 
married persons living with husband or 
wife having a net income of $2,000 or 
over to make returns. 

Corporation Tax on Net Income. 

The bill levies a corporation tax of 18 
per cent upon the amount of the. net 
income in excess of the credits al- 
lowed, but provides that the rate shall 
be 12 per cent upon as much of this 
amount as does not exceed the dividends 
paid during the taxable year plus the 
amount paid during the taxable year 
out of the earnings or profits in dis- 
charge of bonds and other interest- 
bearing obligations outstanding prior to 
the beginning of that year. 

This provision was under fire in the 
committee today, but without change. 
Under it a corporation having $100,000 
net income in excess of its’ credits, 
which pays out during the year $50,000 
in dividends and discharges : $10,000 
worth of bonds, would then be taxed 
12 per cent on $60,000 and 18 per cent 
on $40,000. The committee believes that 
this rebate of 6 per cent on distributed 


dividends, which will be subject to sur- 
tax in the hands of the stockholders. 
The bill makes no change in the cor- 
porations exempt from income tax. 
Partnerships are not liable to income 
tax, but each partner will pay his in- 
come tax upon his share of the part- 
nership profits whether distributed or 


not. 

The bill applies the war and excess 
profits taxes to corporations only. 
Provision is made to protect corpora- 
tions whose invested capital is less 
than $50,000 and those corporations in 
which invested capital is not a mate- 
rial-producing factor. 

Increases also were made in the 
estate tax, which will range from 3 per 
cent to 40 per cent. The increases as 
compared with the present bill follow: 
Not exceeding $50,000, from 2 to 3 per 
cent; $50,000 to $150,000, 4 to 6; $150,000 
to $250,000, 6 to 9; $250,000 to $450,000, 
10 to 15; $1,000,000 to $2,000,000, 12 to 
18; $2,000,000 to $3,000,000, 14 to 21; 
$3,000,000 to $4,000,000, 16 to 24; $4,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000, 18 to 27; $5,000,000 to 
$8,000,000, 20 to 30; $8,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000 22 to 35, and exceeding $10,000,- 
000, 25 to 40. 

New Tax on Wire. 

The transportation and insurance 
taxes, already made public, included a 
new tax of 10 per cent upon the amount 
paid to any telegraph or telephone 
company for any special leased wire or 
talking circuit but does not apply to 
collection and dissemination of news 
through the public press or in the con- 
duct by a common carrier or telegraph 
or ——— company of its business as 
such. 

There is no reference to the immi- 
nence of prohiMtion legislation in 
what the report said about the bever- 
age tax. Some new administrative 
provisions are imposed on liquor, in- 
cluding elimination of every exemption, 
such as the present law provision that 
retail liquor dealers may hold fifty 
gallons.of distilled spirits and twenty- 
five gallons of wines free from the 
floor tax.

ALL-YEAR TRAINING. 


When the United States entered the war 
and set about the task of training a great 
army most of the training camps were lo- 
cated in the south. 

Northern communities quite generally 
pretended to feel aggrieved and slighted, 
and northern politicians, clamorous for 
pork, were prone to charge the administra- 
tion with partiality to’ the south and dis- 
crimination against the north. 

The first winter, however—during which 
out-of-doors activities in the few camps that 
were built in the north were impossible for 
most of the time on account of snow, ice 
and extreme cold, and during which there 
was much suffering on the part of the re 
cruits—served to quite effectively silence 


such criticism. 

Not only was the administration’s pol- 
icy, with reference to the location of army 
training camps, justified by winter experi- 
ence, but the summer has shown that this 
section enjoys as marked advantages, from 
a climatic standpoint, in hot weather as in 
cold. 

For instance, during the “hot spell” of 
last August, the following news dispatch, 
dated at Camp Sheridan, Ohio, one of the 
few training camps of the north, appeared 
in The Cleveland (Ohio) Plain Dealer—the 
leading newspaper of the home state of Sec- 
retary Baker: 

No more drills will be held at Camp 
Sherman while the present heat spell 
lasts, following an order isSued by Major 
General Harry C. Hale, commandant. 
There were more than two hundred 
prostrations in two days, but no fatali- 
ties. 

Ambulance drivers and orderlies are 
kept on the jump all day taking care of 
new cases which had to be rushed from 
various parts of the cantonment to the 
base hospital. 

The entire camp water system has 
been ordered turned off for three hours 
during the evening to prevent the gol- 
diers from drinking too much water 
when they are hot and tired after the 
day’s work. A temperature of 118 has 
been reached on the parade grounds, 
where the heat has seemed to accumu- 


late since the hot wave descended. 
- 


Of course, the weather here was warm at 
that time; but while men and women were 
falling prostrated and withered by the heat 
throughout the north and east, there was ac- 
tually no real discomfort felt throughout 
the south. In fact, a heat prostration—to 
say nothing of a heat fatality—is a thing 
practically unheard of in this section. 

Our northern and eastern friends come 
south in the winter to escape the merciless 
cold. With equal propriety and sound sense 
they might come south in summer to get 
away from the heat! 

The word “north” 
properly so, in winter. 

To the southern resident who has lived 
in the north, however, it also suggests blis- 
tering heat and withering humidity in sum- 
mer! 

The word “south,”’ on the other hand, as 
it applies to the United States, is fast com- 
ing to suggest evenness of temperature, 
climatic moderation, and comfort the year 
round! 

Especially:is this true of the mountain- 
ous and Piedmont section. 

Meanwhile, both winter and summer ex-

periences have fully and amply vindicated 


the wise judgment and patriotic foresight 
of the army authorities in sending most of 
the soldiers to the south for training—for 


‘ here they can train the year ‘round. 


WEARING THEM DOWN. 


Since Marshal Foch, on’ July 18, launched 
his great drive against the Hun on the west- 
ern front a total of 128,302 prisoners, 2,069 
¢annon and 13,783 enemy machine guns have 
fallen into the hands of the algied forces. 

In addition to these, the Hun’s losses in 
killed and permanently disabled is known 
to have been tremendous. 

Thus, irrespective of ground recovered, 
we are decimating the enemy’s man-power 
and mechanical resources. at a rate. that, 
while not being particularly spectacular, 
must be extremely discouraging to him and 
equally heartening to our own forces and 
to the civilian populations they represent. 

The equivalent of more than nine German 
divisions of men have, since July 18, been 
disarmed and confined in our prison camps 
—and the time has come when the enemy is 
hard pressed for men with which to fill 
their places. And a significant feature of 
it is that these prisoners are not being tak- 
en singly nor by squads, but by hundreds 
and thousands, indicating a growing will- 
ingness—if not even a desire—upon their 
part to get out of the fighting and into 
places of safety. 

Although, according to documentary 
proof taken from various prisoners, the Ger- 
man soldiers have been strictly enjoined by 
Ludendorff to take no chances on being cap- 
tured, there has been little of the “fight to 
the death” spirit manifested by the unhappy 
Huns, whe surrender readily wRen hard 
pressed or cornered, indicative of general 
disaffection among thém. 

Undoubtedly there is a lot of hard fight- 
ing yet ahead of our armies, and it would 
be unwise, if not fatal, to our cause, for us 
to take an unduly optimistic view of the 
situation, eminently satisfactory as it is 
now, or for us to delude ourselves into dis- 
counting the remaining power of a military 
machine that has been half a century in the 
making. 

But the fact remains that we are gradu- 
ally wearing the Hun down, beating him 
back, and every day decreasing his resources 
in men, arms and munitions. In truth, the 
situation is about as it was aptly expressed 
a few days ago by an army major in a letter 
to his home-folk in America, when he said: 

“The kaiser is whipped; and unless he 
knows it by this time, then let no one deny 
him the distinction of being classed the 
most stupid ass in history!” 

He is whipped, all right—whipped to a 
turn. And he must know it! 

Nevertheless, it may take many more 
months of fighting to make him admit it; 
and that is what he must do before we 
can begin to think about peace! 


PAPER CONSERVATION. 


Practically without a single exception, 
it is safe to say, the newspapers and other 
private publications throughout the coun- 
try have responded loyally to the recent 
federal injunction to save paper by cur- 
tailing their output of printed matter, and 
they are doing it not only willingly, but 
cheerfully, assured as they are by the fed- 
eral administration that thereby they are 
helping to win the war. 

But in congress a few days ago attention 
was again called to the fact that while 
the government is impressing upon the 
whole country the urgent necessity of pa- 
per conservation, it itself continues as one 
of the greatest of paper wasters. ' 

Discussing this question editorially, The 
Washington Star, in a recent issue, de- 
clared: 

‘This whole matter of the waste of 
spaper by the government demands 
immediate remedy. An enormous quan- 
tity of printed matter is produced in 
this city at government expense that 
might just as well be eliminated. Just 
how much good is done by the leaflets, 
pamphlets, booklets and volumes that 

ground out by the government 
printing office cannot possibly be 
known. But it is undeniable that just 
‘ as much good can be done by less, for 


there is a great waste and overlapping 
through lack of editorial co-ordina- 


tion.” 

Representative Barnhart, of Indiana, 
of the joint congressional committee on 
printing, by authorization of his commit- 
tee, a few days ago, warned members to 
curtail extensions of remarks in the Con- 
gressional Record in view c: a paper short- 
age which might, he said, necessitate the 
president’s commandeering stocks to get 
out necessary government publications. In 
emphasizing the warning, Mr. Barnhart 
cited a recent instance in which a member 
of the house included some old speeches 
in an “extension of remarks,” the cost of 
printing which amounted to approximately 
$400! 3 ’ 

The Star says further: 


are 


“Immediate attention to this subject 

is necessary. It should not be made 

the subject of a commission of inquiry, 

for that, as everybody knows, means a 

long delay. What is wanted is an ex- 

ecutive order that the public printing 
be curtailed, with possibly a maximum 
allotment to each bureau, while con- 
gress takes a hand at the reform itself 

by stopping the ‘privilege to extend 

remarks’ custom and printing a Con- 

gressional Record that is in truth a 

record of proceedings and not @ scrap- 

book.” 

If the members of congress would be 
only reasonably temperate in their use of 
the “extension of remarks” and franking 
privileges, and if the government would 
summarily and precipitately stop publica- 
tion and circulation of the tons upon tons of 
pieces of printed matter that is utterly 
wasted, the saving would be enormous, ac- 
cording to all authorities, not only in white 
paper, but in ink, other materials entering 
into the printing trade, in labor, transpor 
tation and in wear and tear on the gov- 


ernment’s printing machinery.

Department of Commerce | 
Endeavoring to Locate 


Harry M. Beachy 


The department of commerce is endeay- 
oring to locate Harry M. Beachy, an Ameri- 
can seaman who has been awarded by the 
British government a silver medal in recog- 
nition of the part which he had in saving 
the crew of the British schooner Busy Bee. 
Mr. Beachy was born December 22, 1894, 
either at Baltimore or at Grantsville, Md. 

Every effort to locate Beachy has been 
made, but so far without success. The med- 
al is now being held in the department of 
commerce in the hope that some trace of 
Beachy may be found. 


Paper and War Chemicals. 


The importance of of exercising the yut- 
most economy in the use of paper during 
the period of the war has been pointed out 
by Mr. T. J. Keenan, a prominent member 
of the American Chemical society, who is 
engaged in the industrty. The relation of 


sulphur and chlorine to the pulp and paper 
industry, as well as farfare, is closer than 


most people are aware of. 

Sulphur is burned in ovens to produce 
sulphur dioxide gas, which is made to com- 
bine with lime in the presence of water to 
form an acid sulphite of calcium. This so- 
lution also has a percentage of free sulphur- 
ous acid. Large quantities of this solution 
are used in sulphite pulp mills in the prep- 
aration of the pulp, and it is the class of 
papers which contain sulphite pulp, both 
bleached and unbleached, that must now be 
used sparingly, in order to conserve the sup- 
ply. Nearly all book and magazine papers 
contain bleached sulphite pulp in considera- 
ble proportion. The cheaper newsprint pa- 
pers contain 15 to 20 per cent of sulphite 
pulp, the remainder consisting df the whole 
substance of th ewood produced by grinding 
logs against stones in such & way as to 
preserve the fiber in its greatest length and 
strength Many of the so-called manila 
wrapping papers contain sulphite pulp and 
a call has gone forth for greater economy 
in the use of this class of paper as well as 
the book, magazine and cheaper bond papers, 
some of which are made entirely of sulphite 
pupl. 

The sulphur fields of the United States 
in Louisiana and Texas have been taken 
over by the government and the. production 
of chlorine is also under control, the supply 
of chlorine bleach to paper mills being re- 
stricted. Sulphur is sometimes called the 
blood of industry and war. 

The development of gas warfare on the 
western front and difficulties in getting a 
full supply of sulphur and chlorine, are 


One of the most 
effective of recent inventions in gas shells 
is the mustard shell. composed of dichlo- 
rethylsulphide, which, is its name implies, 
is a compound containing chlorine and su]l-

The Compulsory Labor Law 
Now in Effect in Georgia. 


The compulsory labor law, passed by the 
Georgia legislature recently, went into effect 
yesterday by proclamation of the governor. 
A rigid enforcement will be expected. This 
law will serve its best purpose in stabilizing 
labor—that is, if keeping those supposed to 
be employed in any industry regularly at 
work, thus putting an end to the habit, too 
prevalent among a large number of em- 
ployees, particularly among colored laborers, 
to work three or four days and lay off the 
remainder of the week. 

The labor situation is too acute in this 
country today to temporize with, and, after 
the law has been thoroughly understood, 
those who are disposed to evade it may ex- 
pect the full consequences of the law—and 
by its provisions violations are penalized. 

+ * a * 


‘ Tabulations of the United States employ- 
ment service show that the nation faces a 
shortage of approximately one million un- 
Skilled laborers in Wwar industries, and an 
equally serious shortage in the skilled trades. 
The situation will become even more critical 
with the increase of our armies. 

As a result of this shortage, the United 
States employment service is faced with the 
necessity of combing the country for literal- 
ly every laborer available. These men must 
come from non-essential industries in order 
to supply labor to the manufacturers of war 
materials, and to the mines, farms, shipyards 
and railroads—this for the reason that the 
reservoir of available unemployed is prac- 
tically exhausted. 

The community labor boards are now 
seeking to draw men from less essential In- 
dustries in order to fill vacancies in essential 
groups, and the war industries board is mak- 
ing rigorous rulings against supplying cer- 
tain non-essential plants with raw materials. 


War Industries Must 
Have Men at Any Cost. 


War industries must have the men they 
need at any cost, even though non-essential 
business has to close down. Non-war em- 
ployers must realize in an unmistakable man- 
ner that they are faced with the paramount 
necessity of giving up men required for war 
work, and public opinion must force the re- 
lease of workers where employers place their 
own selfish interests above the needs of the 
nation. : 

Every man not engaged in a task vitally 
connected with the war must realize that the 
nation faces a serious alternative—either we 
must make war the whole business of the 
nation, disregarding everything not essential 
to the life and warmaking power of our coun- 
try, or our soldiers will be imperiled for lack 
of equipment. 

What we delay to contribute in shells we 
shall have to make good in lives of our 
young men. 

Right here, too—public opinion must do 
its part! 

The work of the community labor boards 


undoubtedly will meet with some opposition, 


particularly in their decisions as to what 
local industries shall be called upon to con- 
tribute men for war work. There will un- 
doubtedly be certain employers who will 
prove recalcitrant and either through ig- 
norance or selfishness refuse to respond to 
calls made upon them. It should then be 
the duty of the entire community to exert 
the full force of public opinion upon any 
such employer. 

It has been suggested that, among other 
things, the various State Councils of Defense 
be asked to approach the banks of their 
communities and ask that they scrutinize 
carefully any applications for loans which 
would provide funds with which non- 
essential industries could, during this war 
emergency, divert necessary labor from 
necessary plants for non-essential work. 

It has also been suggested that various 
councils take up with the several state, 
county and municipal authorities the ques- 
tion of postponing any unnecessary work in 
order thag@men employed or to be employed 


thereon may be released for war service. 


There are instances all over the country 
where public work is being carried on 
which might be postponed, and there are on 
the public pay rolls, in parks, in streets, in 
public buildings and in numerous other 
places, a large number of men who should 
be released for essential employment. 

In a word, every loyal and patriotic man 
and woman should give their fu}] support 
to the community labor boards and to the 
United States employment service to the end 
that there may be built up a spirit in this 
nation which will make it impossible for 
any non-essential industry or group of in- 
dustries to fail to comply fully and freely 
with the various appeals of the several com- 
munity labor boards in their efforts to se- 
cure men for less essential industries.

The story of Georgia’s property progress 
from 1865 to 1915, compiled by Mr. Calvin, 
and published in The Congressional Record 
by request of Congressman Lee, is so inter- 
esting and so easily digested, that it is with 
pleasure space is given here to the salient 
features. 

Mr. Calvin showed that in 1860, just pre- 
ceding the outbreak of the war, Georgia had 
a total property valuation of $672,732,901, 
including the value of slaves, whereas in 
1865, following the war, Georgia again began 
life with only $148,015,219—a shrinkage in 
values of nearly 80 per cent, by the loss of 
the slave valuations and the ravages of civil 
strife.

OPEN WINDOWS VERSUS FANS. 

A great many school buildings are venti- 
lated, to a limited degree, by means of @ 
system of fans which are supposed to main- 
tain a gocd circulation of air through the 
rooms. At least, manufacturers vf such ap-. 
paratus and ventilating engineers «mployed 
or subsidized by them insist that they give 
the most perfect ventilation. I[t costs consid- 
erable to install a fan system of ventilation 
and it costs considerable to run the fans. But 
is the fan system eof ventttation preferable 
to open windows? Let us consider a few data. 

In New York city the bureau of child 
hygiene of the health department found that 
among 5,533 pupils, children in classrooms 
with closed winds'ws and mechanical venti- 
lation (plenum fan system) were more sub- 
ject to respiratory ailments than were chii- 
dren in classrooms ventilated by open win- 
dows. In the closed window, mechanically 
ventilated schoolrooms the rate of respira- 
tory ailments cecurring in children not ill 
enough to be kept from school was 98 per 
cent greater than in schoolrooms ventilated 
by open windows and kept at about the same 
temperature—68 degrees. This ought to be 
enough to save any schvol board from the 
folly of fans, that is, if the schoolroom has 
any windows. ° 

A still more interesting datum, particu- 
larly for the mollycoddles who still imagine 
drafts are deleterious in some vague unde- 
fined way, is that the rate of slight respira- 
tery ailments (“colds,” as the vulgar call 
them) among children able to be at school 
was 70 per cent higher in the classrooms 
ventilated by the fan system than in class- 
rooms ventilated by open windows where 
the temperature of air was kept about 60 
degrees, 

The humidity of the air in these various- 
ly ventilated rooms seemed to make nv dif- 
ference. ‘ : 

The sex of the children made no differ- 
ence. 

Once more Dra John B. Todd's. advocacy 
of cloth window screens for all the windows 
of the schoolrvom as the cheapest, most effi- 
cient and most satisfactory means of venti- 
lation available, calls for emphasis. Certain 
two-by-four merchants have seized upon the 
Todd idea, distorted it and sold to the public 
little undersized cloth screens sometimes even 
intimating that I recommend such screens. 
I have never done so. The cloth screens Dr. 
Todd advocates (and I recommend) are made 
of unbleached muslin and are the full 
of the entire window or at least as 
as the lower window sash. Cloth screens 
admit light and air, and exclude wind, snow, 
rain and dust.

SUBMARINE SINKING Report of Business 
Conditions for August 


BY M. B. WELLBORN, 


Chairman Federal Reserve Bank of 
Atlanta. 


Of the outstanding features perhaps 
none affords greater satisfaction than 
the almost practical certainty of splen- 
did crops through the Sixth Federal 
Reserve district. General business con- 
ditions show no change of any conse- 
quence. In the centers wholesales and 
jobbers are busy with fall orders and 


| prices, scarcity of merchandise and 


' difficulty in getting deliveries. 
| The coal mines of Alabama and Ten- 
ins 


\let-up in the general mining and in- 
| dustrial situation in these sections. 
‘Shipbuilding continues extremely ac- 


itive in all ports and millions of dollars 
are beng expended in these great en- 
terprises. At Brunswick, Ga, the 
government's picric acid pant is being 
rapidly pushed to completion and 
when finished will employ about 4,000 
men and mean a total expenditure in 
construction of approximately seven 
million dollars. It is expected that 
all the units of the government pow- 
der plant at Hadley’s Bend, Nashville, 
Tenn., will be completed by the end of 
August, after which approximately a 
million pounds of powder will be pro- 
duced dally. 

On account of scarcity of water, the 
power supplied by electric power com- 
panies to north Georgia manufactur- 
ing establishments has been consider- 
ably curtailed and it has been found 
necessary for the war industries board 
to issue priority orders to govern, 

The financial condition is generally 
satisfactory with little demands for 
loans compared with previous months. 
Member banks of the Federal Reserve 
system are availing themselves more 
of the facilities of the Federal Reserve 
bank and thereby assisting the gov- 
ernment through the purchase of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness. Mid-summer 
collections are good and bank clear- 
ings are inoreasing. 

Reports from Alabama show the 
farmers paid for 73 per cent of the 


fertilizer, used in making the 1918 crop 
before takingittotheirfarms; whefe- 
as they had previously paid about 10 
per cent and 90 per cent when the 
crop was harvested and sold, and .uis 
aepiles largely throughout the dis- 
trict. 

Whi'- there is continued reports re- 
garding shortage of labor on accou:t 
of the draft, considerable of this short- 
age is due to the many thousand work- 
ers employed in the shipyards and 
other government work in Ahe south. 
Some fear is expressed as to labor for 
cotton picking, but this is not viewed 
seriously by the planters, as men have 
in the past picked but little cotton, 
the picking being done by women and 
children, and though there may be 
some handicap, it is not viewed with 
any great alarm so far as cotton pick- 
ing is concerned. Along this line a 
free farm help bureau has been estab- 
lished with headquarters at the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, Knoxville, Tenn. 
Alabama: 

In Alabama cotton is in a fine state 
of cultivation. The weather for the 
first 15 days of August was good for 
the crop, with the exception of in the 
north, where hot, dry weather was ex- 
perienced. The plant is heavily fruit- 
{ed and continues to bloom freely, with 
| some picking, more or less, in the 
south. Generally speaking the crop 
has been laid by, and is well worked, 
though labor has been somewhat 
scarce. Since the rains set in the 
fields are in bloom and picking up 
new growth, indicating a good top 
crop. The weevils have begun to show 
up in some sections, but no great 
damage from this source is expected. 

In spite of the insufficient rainfall, 
the corn production this year in Ala- 
bama is excellent. The drought was 
broken in time to prevent. serious 
damage to the crop; the condition be- 
ing about 3 per cent below the ten- 
year average, with an indicated pro- 
duction of 74,000,000 bushels. 

The state should produce a yield of 
} approximately 1,400,000 bushels of 
wheat, as compared with 30,000 bush- 
els harvested last year; and while this 
is short of normal consumption,e the 
increase is very gratifying in the face 
‘of unfavorable conditions. 

Missisa«ippi: 

In Mississippi the condition of the 
cotton crop varies from below average 
to excellent, shedding, rust and red 
spider have caused some damage, but 
there is very little weevil activity re- 
'ported, due to dry weather. In the 
northeast part of the state, and in the 
southern half of the delta the crop is 
good, but elsewhere, except in locali- 
ties favored by rains, there has \been 
‘serious damage due to drouth and hot 
!northeast winds. © 
| The strong feature of the Mississip- 
|pi wheat crop was the average yield 
'per acre of 16.5 bushels for the state, 
'as compared with 15.3 bushels for 
United States. Most excellent yields 
‘were obtained in the delta, showing in 
many places 25 to 30 bushels per acre. 

The corn crop suffered severely dur- 
ing July, especially in the middle and 
‘southwest sections of the delta, but 
middle August rains have greatly im- 
|proved the condition not only of corn 
' but potatoes, peas, and relieved the 
‘pasture problem by refreshing the for- 
age and supplying much-needed stock 
water. 


Georgia: 

Cotton is opening fast in the south- 

ern and central sections, and picking 
has become general in the south, with 
ginning reported in many places. The 
hot weather and bright sunshine fol- 
lowed by rainy weather caused some 
scalding, and shedding of leaves, but 
prospects are still very encouraging. 
The crop received good cultivation on 
account of dry weather and was laid 
by with less grass in it than in former 
years. The boll weevil has appeared 
for the first time in a number of 
counties in the state, and since the 
rains have been very active, but the 
crop is sufficiently advanced to make 
a good crop before frost. The prob- 
able total production is estimated at 
2,250,000 bales, which will vary from 
now to harvest time, according to 
weather conditions. 
' $Sea Island cotton acreage igs much 
lower: than last year, now promising 
oan somewhere about 30,000 bales and 
aoe ously threatened by the boll wee- 
vil. 


The state’s wheat crop has been har- 
vested and the land largely replanted 
in peas or some other late crop. It hav- 
ing been demonstrated that wheat 


growing is a profitable crop in Georgia 
it will become more extensive each 
year. 

Estimates on the yield of winter 
Srains were below expectations. The 
straw gave promise of a good crop, 
but the heads did not fill out properly 
and the grain was light. In view of 
sugar shortages, much interest is be- 
ing taken this year in the syrup crop, 
sorghum and sugar canes. Syrup is 
about as usual, but the sugar is small 
and late. In the old boll weevil Bec- 
tion farmers have been trying out a 
light tobacco crop which has turned 
out above average, and is about half 
gathered. 

Both early and late varieties of corn 
are well matured. The crop suffered 
severely in a wide belt across the mid- 
die of the state. On either side of 
this section crops are reported excep- 
tionally fine, and will show an increase 
over last year’s production for the 
entire state. 

Florida: 

The corn crop was considerably dam- 
aged by the July drought but will ex- 
ceed last year’s production by some 
800,000 bushels, most of the crop has 
been harvested, and the yield good, 
except in the west, where dry weather 
caused some deterioration. 

Cotton in the central section is open- 
ed and picking is active, with picking 
beginning in northern sections. There 
is some scarcity of labor and gin facili- 
ties reported. About 75 per cent of the 
acreage was planted in sea island cot- 
ton, which shows about 10 per cent 
reduction over sea island cotton last 
year. 

The increase in winter wheat over 
last year is assured, and while spring 
wheat shows somewhat off, the produc- 
tion will be considerably more than 
last year. 

Tennessee: 

The cotton acreage is larger than last 
year, and the plant is earlier and in 
good state of cultivation, clear of weeds 
and grass. With favorable weather, 
cotton will likely make a record yield 
per acre in this state this year. 

Tobacco is about ready to cut, and 
promises a fair yield. Some indications 
are the crop will not be an average on 
account of dry weather when putting 
it out. 

Corn is in good to excellent condi- 
tion in the eastern and central sections. 
Some reports indicate a yield equal to 
that of the year 1917, but these large 
yields are based on the probability of 
late frosts, as considerable corn was 
planted late. 

Louisiana: ‘ 

Cotton and late corn are doing well. 
| except in southwest section, where ex: 
cessive rains damaged cotton to some 
extent. The plant is rapidly opening 
and picking is going on. Sugar cane 
is in fair to excellent condition, with 
rice showing much improvement. The 
southwest was recently visited by 
storms disastrous to early rice, but 
this was somewhat offset by improve- 
ment jin younger rice, from much need- 
ed heavy rains.

PAID 10 RAILROADS 


Out of Revolving Fund of Half 
Billion Provided by Govern- 
ment—McAdoo Explains. 


Washington, September 2.—Nearly 


half of the $500,000,000 revolving fund 
provided originally for the railroad ad- 
ministration has been consumed in 
loans and rental payments to individ- 
ual roads, according to a railroad ad- 
ministration financial statement made 
public today. 

Since 1, $202,000,000 has been ad- 
vanced to companies from this fund, 
and previous payments raise the total 
to nearly $250,000,000. In addition, $39,- 
553,00 has been paid out from accumu- 
lated surplus earnings turned over to 
the railroad administration by various 


roads. August payments to 39 reéads 
amounted to $38,137,000, the Pennsylva- 
nia being the largest borrower. 

Mors than half the funds advanced 
in the last five months have gone to 
the New Haven, New York Central and 
Pennsylvania, which got $47,000,000, 
$40,300,000, and $40,000,000 roepese veo. 
The St. Paul received $15,725,000, the 
Baltimore and Ohio $13,500,006, and the 
Illinois Central $12,450,000. 

Advances of more than $1,000,000 
above current earnings made during 
August were as follows: 

Atlantic Coast Line, $8,450,000; Nor- 
folk and Western, $1,500,000; Penn- 
sylvania railroad, $9,500,000; Baltimore 
and Ohio, $4,500,000; Illinois Central, 
$2,700,000; Seaboard Air Line, $2,000,- 
000; Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg, 
$1,800,000; Missouri Pacific railway, 
$1,750,000; Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railway, $1,600,000; Philadel- 
phia and Reading railway, $1,400,000;

Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and

railroads and the government, and that 
the omission of any railroad corpora- 
tions to settle their debts or claims is 
not due to any omission by the railroad 
administration to pay accrued rentals. 

“The fact is that the equivalent of 
the standard rentals which for the 
first eight months of the current year 
amounted to approximately $650,000,000, 
has already largely been paid to every 
railroad company in the United Statea 
under government control 

“The total amount of rAoney, there- 
fore, which the director general has 
disbursed, over and above all current 
expenses of operation, out of earnings 
of the railrdad properties since Janu- 
ary 1, 1918, and from the treasury’s 
revolving fund, up to September 1 
1918, is estimated at between $800,000,- 
000 and $900,000,000.”

ALLIES ARE CHASING 
BOLSHEVIK TROOPS 


Japanese War Office Tells of 
Successful Operations 


in Siberia. 


Tokio, September 2.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Entente allied troops 
operating in Siberia are closely pursu- 
ing the enemy forces in the Uyeraya 
river region, according to an allied of- 
ficial statement issued by the Japanese 
war office. 

The statement reads: 

“The enemy, who on August 24 re- 
treated to the right bark of the 
Uyeraya river, halted near Shimakofka 
and took up positions. The allied 
twelfth division’ occupied the left bank 
of the river near Antofoka and Koma- 
lofka and on the railroad, and engaged 
in reconnaissances. ° 


“On August 25 the enemy again re- 
treated to the northward, being closely 
followed by one company of. our’ in- 
fantry. The enemy occupied Shimak- 
ofka and early on August 26 the en- 
tente allied troops moved forward. 

“In the engagements with the enemy 
on August 23 and 24 Captain Konomi 
and Sergeant Major Sumamoto killed 
fifteen non-commissioned officers and 
privates and wounded 136 of the ene- 
my, including 7 officers. The casual- 
ties sustained by the enemy were twice 
the number ofgours. The enemy left 
behind 300 dedd. Our booty included 
two armored cars, three guns, four ma- 
chines, a number of rifles and quanti- 
ties of telephone wire and ammunition. 

“Detachments of the forces of Gen- 
eral Semenoff,~the anti-Bolshevik com- 
mander, on August 24 occupied Dauria, 
in trans-Baikalia, where Semenoff’s 
main forces-are being concentrated. Ad- 
vance guards already have occupied 
Halanole. 

“The strength of the enemy along 
the Siberian railway is not known. 
Near Soltowni enemy forces number- 
ing 1,000 men were seen retreating. 
They had destroyed the railway bridge 
—_ water tanks and had poisoned the 
wells. 

“Welfnevjinsk, Newzeleginsk and 
Zem have been stormed and occupied 
by Czecho-Slovak forces and Cossacks 
coming from the west. The Red Guards 
are reported to have retreated along 
the railway and southward to the Rus- 
so-Chinese border and Kiakhta (in the 
province of trans-Baikalia, 17 miles 
southeast of Irkutsk). 

“The enemy has established defenses 
on the eminences near Tchita (capital 
of trans-Baikalia). The positions are 
not as strongly guarded as heretofore, 
but at night searchlights are being vig- 
orously used. 

“The enemy landed forces at Kam- 
ereluibalof, but+- meeting with resist- 
ance, the Russian troops assumed the 
defensive and finally were driven off. 
At midnght on August 24 the Russians 
boarded ships on Lake Khanka and re- 
treated to the .eastward.” °

An unidentified white man, dressed 
in a palm beach suit, who appeared to 
be about 50 years old, was found in a 
serious condition at the foot of the el- 
evator shaft in the Transportation 
building, now in course of construction

He was found by the night watch- 
man of the building and Officer Horns- 
by, who had heard his groans. He 
was rushed to the Grady hospital, 
where he is in a serious condition. His 
right leg is broken and he is suffering 
from many bruises about the body.
